Address to Patrons of Rural Schools 
of the County. 
To the Patrons of the Rural Schools. 
In view of the fact that the majority 
of the country schools are open for 
only six or seven months of the year, 
and some even for a shorter time, I 
would urge that parents have their 
children enter school at the opening 
of the term or as soon thereafter as 
possible, and see 
that they 
attn nd 
regularly. I fear that many parents 
do not realise the importance of send­ 
ing their children to school regularly. 
Looking over statistics for the school 
year ending August $1, 1906, we find 
the astounding fact that in the rural 
schools of Texas for that y e a r , there 
was an average daily absence of 261.- 
428 children within school age. 
In 
other words, of every one hundred 
children living in the rural districts, 
forty-seven were out of school during 
all the time the schools were in ses­ 


sion . 
Coming back to the question of ent 
ering school at the beginning of the 
term, I wish to say 
it is quite 
an advantage to the child to begin 
with the rest of his class. He feels 
that he has an equal start and is not 
embarrassed and discouraged by mis 
sing things that his elassamtes have 
just passed over. It is an advantage 
to the teacher in arranging her clas­ 
ses to have all at beginning of school. 
It is an advantage to tne school as a 
whole for the teacher 
to have her 
classes so arranged 
that she 
will 
have time to give the 
needed in­ 
struction on the various subjects. I 
realize, of course, that in the country 
districts, conditions 
are sometimes 
such that some of the children can 
tot enter school at the beginning of 
the term, but let me urge that they 
enter as soon as possible. 
Another matter to which I call at­ 
tention is the change in text books. 
Nearly all of the books used in the 
schools during the past five years 
were changed this year by the Text 
book Board, The law requires that 


t h e adopted books be used. The law 
also provides that the books that have 
been in use in the schools may be 
exchanged for the new' books at hall 
price provided the old books have all 
the lessons in them. I suggest that 
the old books might be used the first 
few days of school until the teacher 
has classified the children and furn­ 
ished them with a list of books need­ 


ed . 
In conclusion, let me ask that par­ 
ents visit their school; get acquainted 
with the teacher and her work; 
whether there is anything needed 
the way of comfortable seats, desk 
blackboards, window lights, drinking 
water, stove wood, or anything else 
that might add to the comfort and 
convenience of your child. If there 
be any such needs, you, of course, will 
be willing and ready to help provide 


the same. No good farmer will 
his colts and calves pasturage! and 
water as he sees they need tor tin ii 
growth and development. Neithe^ will 
fond parents deny their children the 
needed comforts and conveniences at 
school 
necessary 
for their 
mental 
growth and development.

But no good busi­ 
ness man is going to invest money in 
a cannery without the assurance of a 
sufficient supply of canning material 
to secure him against loss.
